G ould H as R egain C ontrol of th e S team ­ 
sh ip C om pany. 


N e w Y o b k , November 1 9 th .— At a meet­ 
ing of the Directors of the Pacific Mail this 
atternoon George Goaid was elected Presi­ 
dent aud J. B. Houston, Vice President. 
Jay Gould, George J. Gocld and Russell 
Sage was elected Directors. 
Gould has re­ 
gained control of the Pacific Mail Steam­ 
ship Company. The contest of last spring, 
by which George Gould was ousted from 
the Presidency and Gould's representatives 
from the directory, will be remembered. 
George Gould may a bard fight at the an­ 
nual meeting. May 23d, to retain his hold, 
but failed. 
H is report, delivered to the 
stockholders at that time, stated that he 
met with opposition in plans from cer­ 
tain railway interests in the directory. 
These interests, it was then understood, 
were those of the Southern and Central 
Pacific Roads, represented in the directory 
by C. P. H untington. George Gould's fa\:- 
orite plan for promoting the interests of ihe 
Pacific Mail Company was to extend the 
business by pu ting a steamship Hue be­ 
tween Tacoma and Japan and China. This 
scheme, of course, was to the advantage of 
the Northern Pacific Road, which has con­ 
nections at Tacoma. Consequently it was 
bitterly opposed by Huntington. 
At the meeting of Directors this after­ 
noon George Gould was present, represent­ 
ing the Gould and Sage interests. The 
resignations of Edward Lanlerhacb, C. M. 
McGee and Oliver H. I’avne >.ve.e received 
and George J. Gould, J. Gould and Russell 
Sage elected in their places. Then J. B. 
Houston resigned the cflice of President 
and was succeeded by Gecrge J. Gould, 
who immediately oflered a resolution tbat 
Houston be elected Vice-President and 
General Manager. This was carried w ith­ 
out dissent. The Directors decline to state 
whether the policy of the company will be 
changed in regard to m a k iD g close counec 
lions with the Northern Pacific and term i­ 
nus at Tacoma. Another meeting of the 
Directors will be held to-morrow, and this 
matter may be brought up then. 
Kiernan's Agency says the Pacific Mail 
Directory changes are the outcome of am i­ 
cable arrangements between Gould and the 
H art faction, and are entirely agreeable to 
both. There are no stocked hands. 


THE GOULDS INTEBYIEW ED. 
George Gould said to a rsporter : 
‘‘Mv 
election was due to my having decided to 
take back the interests in the company 
with which I parted last May. 
I was actu­ 
ated. in part, by reports spread abroad that 
I had been unfriendly to the company and 
parsued a piliey tmfriendly to its property. 
I find the affairs of the company ia excel­ 
lent condition. There is harm ony among 
the members of the Board of Directors.” 
Jay Gould said : “The new Board adopted 
a policy of working in harm ony with the 
overland roads, in order that rates may be 
maintained and all concerned get a share 
of the profits.” 
The Board of Directors is : Jay Gould, 
Russell Sage, Calvin Brice, Samuel Thomas, 
C. P. H untington, Henry H art, 
J. B. 
Houston and I. Gates. 
The local papers say that when the 
present financial flurry is over changes 
will be found in the relation and owner­ 
ship of Eome of the more im portant of the 
systems of roads. It is understood defi­ 
nitely Jay Gould has acquired large inter­ 
ests in the Atchison, and that George will 
be one of the Directors. 
It is almost cer­ 
tain Gould has large holdings in the Union 
Pacific, and it is adm itted that he hss 
gained control of a large proportion of 
Richmond Term inal stock. 


PREC A U TIO N A R Y 8T E P8. 


G en eral B rook e £ n R ou te to th e Fcene 
o f th e In d ian T rou b le. 


O m a h a , November 19th.—Gen. Brooke, 
Commander of the Department of the 
Platte, has left for the scene of the ex­ 
pected Indian trouble. General Brooke’s 
command will, it is expected, leave Rush- 
ville to-night, and the cavalry are under 
orders to move from there not later than 
11 o'clock to-Light with the atm of reach­ 
ing the Pine Ridge Agency at 4 o’clock 
Thursday morning. 
The intention of the 
Commander ia to mass as many troops as 
possible at the fame moment in the vicin­ 
ity of the Agency. 
Agent Ryan, at Pine Ridge, telegraphed 
the General repeatedly, and when the order 
was issued centering the troops in the 
vicinity of his station, he begged that the 
infofmation m ight be withheld from the 
newspapers. 
He feared il might reach the 
savages as soon as it would be settled, and 
before the troops could prevent, the Indi­ 
ans would massacre every white person 
found on the reservation. 
It has later been announced tbat the In ­ 
dians at Rosebud had risen en masse and 
were proceeding to Pine Ridge, the adjoin­ 
ing Agency, which Í3 about fifty miles dis- 
taut. If it should prove to be well-founded 
all available troops will be ordered to the 
scene of the trouble immediately. So far 
ns known the troops of the Department of 
Dakota Lave not yet been called for. 


IN TER V IEW W ITH GENERAL M ILES. 


C h ic a g o , November 19;b.—General Miles 
was icen by an Associtted Press reporter 
this evening and asked for the latest in­ 
formation from tbe Indian troubles. 
"The same turbulent spirit among ihe 
Indians is manifested at Rosebud, Pine 
Ridge and Cbeyrnne Agencies,” said he. 
“ There is a more threatening state of affairs 
at the Pine Ridge Agency than elsewhere, 
and my latest official reports are tbat troops 
have gone to Pine Ridge from Rosebud. 
General Brooke, with three troops of cav­ 
alry and five companies of infantry, will 
reach Pine Ridge to-morrow morning. At 
the same time Lieuienant Colonel Smith 
will reach Rosebud with three companies 
of cavalry and three of infantry. In my 
opinion, the forces will be sufficient to pro­ 
tect the lives and public property at tbe 
Agencies. 
If Ihe Indians ao cot commit 
any overt act before the arrival of troops, 
or immediately upon their arrival. I think 
the appearance of the body of soldiers will 
have a quieting effect. 
“ I have information that night before 
last ‘American Horse’ had a narrow escape 
from assassination by turbulenta at Pine 
Ridge. 
He is a prom inent Sioux cbief, 
and a friend to tbe United States Govern­ 
ment. He has always been inciiued to 
peace and loyaity, and I can attribute the 
attempted assassination to nothing but tbe 
hostile and disaffected spirit of the turbu­ 
lenta. He bad been strenuous'v opposing 
tbeir actions.” 
Referring to ihe dispa'ch saying that it 
was rumored that an outbreak had taken 
place at the Rosebnd Agency, the General 
sai.l be considered the story premature. 
Both Generals Ruger and Brooke are act­ 
ing with the utmost discretion and care to 
prevent hostilities, protect the se tlements 
and maintain Government control over the 
Indians. 
The danger is not over, said he, 
however much the result might be desired. 
The General added that the d saflected 
Indians were scatters over sei’eral hundred 
miles of territory, and aggregate in round 
numbers 6,000 warriors. The troops scat­ 
tered over this territorv num ber about 
6 0C0, and not more than 1,500 of this num ­ 
ber are iflective mounted troops. 


THE SIOUX W ELL ABM ED. 


M i n n e a p o l i s , November 19th.—A Man­ 
dan special to the TVibune says: An uncon­ 
firmed report was received to-day that 
Sitting Buli is in irons. Pickets are out at 
night, end tbe rules of the m ilitary garri 
son are observed. A company of troops 
from Fort Totten arrived to-night. Tbe 
people keep coming in from the country. 
Houses large enough to comfortable accom­ 
modate one family have five to ten fami 
lies. 
An Arapahoe Indian to day said : "The 
[ Sioux are in good shape for a figbi. They 


have plenty of guns and amm unition, and 
all the jerked beef they need. They have 
the white m an's meat to eat while fighting 
the white man. There are 300 young bucks 
missing from the reservation. The scouts 
and Indian police don't know where they 
are. Everybody ie praying for a blizzard.” 


A BATTLE MAY OCCUR TO-DAY. 
W a sh in g to n . November 19:h —A special 
from Rushville, Neb., says that as soon as 
the troops arrived there to day couriers 
rushed with the news to the Pine Ridge 
Agency. 
Word was received to-night that 
the Indians under Red Cloud declare they 
will meet the troops in battle to-mcrrow. 
Agent Royer and his Indian police are 
powerless. One of them, Thunder Bear, 
arrested a bad Indian last Saturday, but 
was overpowered and the prisoner re­ 
leased. Several other prisoners were re­ 
leased and the rebels threatened to burn 
the agency buildings. 
The Indians at the Pine Ridge Agency 
are about equally divided among good and 
bad. Red Cloud and Little W ound have 
been fermenting trouble for several weeks, 
while American Horse and Young-Man- 
Afraid-of-His-Horse tried to pacifc the war­ 
riors. 
Last week a big meeting was held thirty 
miles from the Pine Ridge Agencv, at 
which a reputed apostle of the Messiah 
was present. H e told the Indians to re­ 
turn to the agency and await the coming of 
the Messiah, who is to arrive to morrow in 
the form of a buffalo. He wiii give the 
signal for the opening of the conflict which 
will annihilate the white race. 
This fact causes great fear in the minds 
of old Indian fighteis. Unless there is an 
absolute failure to get word from the Mes­ 
siah on the day of the arrival of the troops 
a conflict is certain. 
Major Butler’s column went into camp 
to night prepared for what seems now to 
be a certain combat. Many of the friendly 
Indians have left the Agency, aud are now 
encamped at Rushvilie. They have signi­ 
fied their intention of aiding the whites. 


H AZAR DO US U N D E R TA K IN G . 


C ap tain N orton to A ttem p t a V oyage 
A cross th e A tlan tic in a L ifeb oat. 


N e w 
Y o k k , November 19th—Captain 
Nortion in his 58-foot steam lifeboat will 
start from TomDkinsville, S. I., at noon to­ 
day on his 4,000 mile trans-i Uaniic voyage, 
Toulon, France, being his ultim ate destina­ 
tion. Captain Norton sailed the 86 foot 
yawl yacht Nevereink to ihe Paris Exposi­ 
tion last year, and he is tbe man who in 
1889 made the passage from Boston to Lon­ 
don in the yacht Ocean Pearl. There will 
be ten persons on board when Captain Nor­ 
ton gives the signal to start. Among ihern 
will be tbe Captain's wife and her 16 > ear- 
old niece, Chief Engineer Crawford, who 
will have one assistant, aud there will also 
be a ssiling-master, two seamen, and two 
stewards, and a pet Scotch terrier will also 
be taken along. 
The boat's buoyancy and stability, Cap­ 
tain Norton says, are the cbief claims to 
to fame. This is based upon the fact that 
it has a double bottom divided into six 
ballast compartments, lying on each side 
of the keel. Close to the keel in the bot­ 
tom of each chamber is an opening titled 
with a lead sleeve. Tbe sleeve is pertenlv 
water-tight. The weight of the boat diives 
the water through the-e openings aud fills 
the chamber, the air being driven out 
through the muin deck automatic tube. 
The boat, therefore, floa’s on the inner bot­ 
tom. There is a four-blade propeller. 34 
inches in diameter, with 34-inch pitch, 
under pressure of 120 pounds of steam de­ 
veloping 30 horse power. The wheel will 
make nearly 250 revolutions a minute. 
In 
the event of an accident to the machinery 
the little vessel can carry enough sail to 
driver her at a 10 knot gait. There are 
two iittle life-boats, constructed on the 
Norton life boat principle, and, like the 
larger boat, cannot be capsized by ordinary 
waves.

SCARCITY O F SEALS. 


L ess T h an O ne H undred T hou sand R e­ 
p orted on th e A leu tia n Islan d s. 


W a s h i n g t o n , November 19th.—The en­ 
tire num ber of kiliable seals on the Aleu­ 
tian Islands, which comprise the only seal­ 
ing grounds belonging to the United States, 
is now less than 100,000. 
This was the 
startling intelligence presented yesterday 
to Secretaires W indom aud Blaine. This 
inlorm ation comes from Professor Henry 
W. Eiliott of the Smithsonian Institution, 
and will he transmitted by the Secretary 
of the Treasuty in a special message to 
Congress as soon as that body convened. 
Tbe reports of 
the special Treasury 
agents prior to 1S90 had been so conflicting 
tnat Congress last sum m er decided to send 
a m an to the islands whom they could 
trust. 
George R. Tingle, Special Agent under 
Cleveland’s Administration, reported that 
seals by the million swarmed upon the 
islands, and pooh-poohed tbe talked of 
dacger. Charles J. Goff of West VIrgiuia, 
later presented to Secretary W indom a 
carefully prepared statement demonstrating 
that not one tenth of the seals described in 
Tingle's report came to the islands. 
Now, 
Professor Elliott, fully corroborates Goff. 
This fact places Tingle in a queer posi­ 
tion, especially as be now is the Superin­ 
tendent of a corporation which secured 
tbe sole right to catch seals. 
Professor Eiliott refuses to talk until his 
report has been subm itted to Congress, but 
from otber sourcts it is learned tbat very 
crooked 
work was perpetrated daring 
Cleveland’s administration, 
as laid by 
the Prcfe3scr. The report is backed by 
survey plates and affidavits, and will show 
that siuce 1872 the num ber of bachelor 
seats has been reduced from 1.500,000 to 
less than 100,000. 
In fact, Professor El­ 
liott doubts very much if enough killabie 
seals rem ain for next year’s catch. 
Tbe report will recommend that the 
Government desist from its catches for at 
least seven years. 
It urges that unless this 
is done the seals will be absolutely exter­ 
minated. 
Mr. Goff was apprehensive as to the pro­ 
priety of taRiDg even 60,000 seals a year, 
the num ber ¡Secretary W indom had speci­ 
fied in his advertisement calling for pro­ 
posals for a new lease of the seal islands. 
He suggested that 40,000 be the limit. 
His 
advertisement haviDg been made public, 
however, Secretary W indom declined for 
obvious reasons to change his figures. 
The lease was awarded to the North 
American Commercial Company of San 
Francisco. They bid $10 25 per skin, the 
next highest offer being but $8 70. No 
doubt was sxprtssed by any one, unless by 
Mr. Goff, of the ability of the new com­ 
pany to get its 60,000 skins, and their m an­ 
ager, ex-special Treasury Agent Tingle 
assured his employers that he would secure 
60,000 of the finest skins that wexe ever 
brought down from those islands. 
How 
false was Mr. Tingle's prognostications is 
shown by the investigations of Professor 
Elliott. 
Four resident special Treasury Agents 
who assisted Professor Eliiott and tbe offi­ 
cers of the revenue marine, 25 or 30, all 
told, have little hesitation in expressing 
themselves, acd Professor Elliott se.-ms to 
indorse their views. 
In short, these agents 
declare that the seal interests of the Gov­ 
ernm ent on the Privylov Islands are to-day 
on the verge of a speedy and complete ex­ 
termination unless the Government orders 
and enforces a rest on land and succeeds iu 
stopping poaching at sea. 
They positively assert that a point has 
been leached where the further killing on 
land and continued hunting in the open 
wa'ers means the immediate rnin of the 
sealing interests of the United States. The 
old hunting grounds of 
these islands, 
which, when Professor Elliott was here 
years ago, were covered with thousands of 
surplus young males, are now grass-grown 
and abandoned. The few young male seals 
caught are taksn from tha immediate m ar­ 
gins of the sealing rookeries, which no seal­ 
ing gang ever visited in old times.

T h e N orth ern P art o f th o S la te F u rn ish es 
th e F irst O ran ges. 


S a n 
F r a n c i s c o . November 19;h.—This 
morning Connor & Link received the first 
consignment of oranges this season. The 
shipment embraced one box of Medi'erra- 
nean Sweets and one box of the Navel vari­ 
ety, coming from the Vacaville ranch ot 
Mrs. C. Martel. The fruit was of large size 
and fairly ripe, selling at $1 50 per box. It 
will be noticed that these first oranges do 
not come from the Southern citrus belt, but 
from the northern part of the State, where 
citrus fruits ripen a m onth or s i weeks 
earlier than at Riverside, Orange, Los A n­ 
geles or San Diego. 
Already reports have come in concerning 
the o ra D g e s of Penryn, Newcastle and 
otlxer parts of Placer county, Marysville, 
Palermo, Theiruulito, Orovilie and other 
secrions of Butte county. 
Every year 
demonstrates the fact that the northern 
section of the State is the earliest for citrus 
fruits. 
Tbis has caused thousands of acres 
to be planted in oranges dnring the past 
two years, and this winter the average will 
be very greatly increased in the northern 
citrus belt. The orange growers ot the 
Sacramento valley will soon supply the 
earliest fruit to be had.

GODLINESS AND THE SCHOOLS 


A correspondent objects to the vigor 
w ith which Joseph Cook in his lecture in 
this city denounced any and all attempts 
to divide public school funds among relig­ 
ionists, and any and all efforts to make the 
common schools church attachm ents. Our 
correspondent asks why, since the schools 
are godless, should not godliness be taught 
in them, and why should they remain 
schools without morality and moral teach­ 
ing ? 
W ho says the common schools are 
godless? 
W ho says they are im moral? 
W hat proof is there of any such assertion 
being true ? 
Does it follow that in teach­ 
ing a child to read and write and to mas­ 
ter mathematics, the instruction is im­ 
moral because there is not at the same 
tim e taught to the child doctrinal matters 
and dogmas and creeds and shadings of 
belief as to what is God and what is nat­ 
ure? 
W ith what w arrant does our corre­ 
spondent speak when lie asserts that the 
schools are godless ? 
Are there not insti­ 
tutions in great number for the intellect­ 
ual development of the race, for the up­ 
lifting of the masses, for the conservation 
of the economies of communities and the 
wise government of nations that do not 
relate to church or creed or spiritual be­ 
lief? 
Does it follow that because an insti­ 
tution 
of beneficence, 
educating 
and 
strengthening, does not include in its cur­ 
riculum specific lessons tonching the duty 
of man to God, that it is an institution at 
enm ity with truth, right or m orali:y? 
It is useless to attem pt to beg this ques­ 
tion. The common schools are institutions 
of the State, as are other agencies em­ 
ployed by society for its betterm ent and 
safety, that have not and must not have 
any relation whatever to religious beliefs. 
For such let the parent and the priest be 
the teachers. 
The office of the common 
school as a State agency is to equip the 
child for his political, not his religious 
duties. 
Let all be assured of this, ta a t no 
■matter w hat specious arguments may be 
advanced, no m atter what the thunders of 
church or the “reasoning” of moralists, 
the free schools of the Republic are not 
going to be cast down or diverted from 
th eir original purpose. 
The nation owes 
them too much to abandon them or dissi­ 
pate th eir usefulness by introduction of 
any m atters foreign to their purpose and 
the scheme of their origin. 


A STRANGE STOBY. 


The story of the loss of Baroness Roths­ 
child’s jewels reads like a romance, and 
gives stronger color than ever to the the­ 
ory of hypnotism. 
T he Baroness recently while journeying 
from Cologne to Paris, by rail, lost a casket 
containing jew elry worth 800,000 francs.

H e says that being the only passen­ 
ger on the railway coupe besides the Bar­ 
oness, he entered into conversation with 
her upon the subject of hypnotism. 
The 
Baroness declared that she had no faith in 
hypnotism and cheerfully offered herself 
as a subject of experiment. 
P itt declared 
that he really succeeded in hypnotizing 
the Baroness, and while in that condition, 
being completely under his control, among 
other things he ordered her to hand him 
her jewel casket. 
She did so unhesitat­ 
ingly. 
H e then resolved to retain the 
casket a short time to teach the Baroness 
the folly of traveling alone with such an 
amount of precious stones upon her per­ 
son, and for subm itting to the suggestion 
of a stranger that he should hypnotize her. 
H is intention was to forward the jewels to 
her on his arrival in London, and he was 
about to do so when arrested. 
This was a strange story, and one most 
of us would pronounce silly, and that the 
police tip-tilted their noses at, but the 
fact is that when the Baroness was called 
«pon to testify, she verified P itt’s story j 
completely, whereupon he was discharged. 
The lady in question is one who is deemed 
the soul of integrity aud truth, and whose 
character for houest dealing is said to lie 
above the shadow of reproach.

THE BOYCOTT. 


JUDGE ARMSTRONG'S DECISION IN AN 
IMPORTANT CASE. 


Be Holds T hat the Acts of the Defend* 
ants A re Unlawful — The Full 
Text. 


The decision rendered by Judge Arm­ 
strong yesterday in what is known as “the 
boycott case” is given below in fall and 
will, no doubt, be read with a great deal of 
interest, as it is the first time this question 
has been passed upon in this State : 
Iu the Superior Conrt of the county of Sacra­ 
mento, State of California.—V. S. McClatchy et 
als., plaintiffs, vs. G. W. McKay et als., defend­ 
ants. This is an action to perpetually restrain 
the defendants from boycotting the plaintiffs to 
the injury ol their business. 
On the 2-’d of October, 1890, the Hon. W. C. 
Van Fleet, a Judge of this Court, granted a rule 
upon the deleudants to show cause beiore the 
Court why a provisional injunction should not 
issue restraining them, pending this action, from 
committing the injurious acts averred in the 
complaint. The defendants appeared in obedi­ 
ence to the rule to show cause, and objected to 
the sufficiency of the facts averred in tee com­ 
plaint to warrant the relief sought. This admits 
the truth of the averments cf the complaint for 
the purpose of the decision as to whether the 
provisional injunction should issue, and the 
only question is, does the complaint state facts 
sufficient to warrant or justify the granting such 
an injunction ? 
A brief epitome of the complaint will be suf­ 
ficient to illustrate the reasoning which has led 
the Court to the conclusion to wnich the Court 
has arrived. It appears from the complaint that 
the plaintiffs are the owners,proprietors and pub­ 
lishers of the Evening Bet. a newspaper pub­ 
lished iu the city of Sacramento, and they have 
had and now enjoy a lucrative and profitable 
business; that tiiey have a large list of paying 
subscribers and a great number of advertising 
patrons; that from the list of subscribers to their 
paper and the advertisements published 
therein they have d-rived and are deriving 
a large and valuable income; that the 
Slaintiffs have a large sum of money, that 
about íóo.OOO, invested In property, ap­ 
pliances, machinery and utensils u-ed 'in the 
publication ol their newspaper; that some time 
ago the plaintiffs, for the purpose of increasing 
the attractions of their paper, enlarged it by 
publishing in it some Uteriuy matter printed 
from stereotyped plates obtained from the East: 
the plaintiffs for good cause discharged an em­ 
ploye, a stereotypcr; that a part of the defend­ 
ants were iu the employ of the plaintiffs, some of 
whom had been in their employ for twekty 
years and others for as much as four years; that 
the plaintiffs employed Cnion and non Union 
printers and paid ihc highest rate of wages and 
the employes were satisfied with the rate of 
wages; but tbey complained and found fault 
on account of the use of the plates, and de­ 
manded pay for the amount of space occupied 
in the paper by the plate matter, the same as if 
they had by the ordinary process of setting type 
composed the sp-ce, and tbey demanded the 
discontinuance of the use of plates; and because 
the plaintiffs discharged the stereotyper 
and declined to discontinue the use ot the 
plates or pay the emp oyes for the space occu­ 
pied by the plate matter, the same as if they 
had composed the space by the ordinary process 
of setting type, they struck and quit the employ 
ol the plaintiffs without notice and without 
affording them an opportunity to employ printers 
or compositors to compose the necessary matter 
for the publication ot their paper; it further ap­ 
pears from the complaint that, thereupon, the 
defendants conspired and combined together to 
compel the plaintiffs to comply with those de­ 
mands; that to that end they assumed and as­ 
serted the right to dictate to the plaintiffs the 
manner in which they should couduct and 
manage their newspaper business: that they 
declared and asserted that they had the right 
and authority to dictate to the plaiatifi’s whom 
they might and whom they might not employ, 
and how they might conduct and manage their 
business; that to give effect to their assumption 
and in aid of their common purpose they 
threaten to ruin and destroy the business of the 
plaintiffs unless they complied with theirde- 
maud; that in furtherance of the common pur­ 
pose, the defendants warned, intimidated and 
threatened, and are continuing to and will con­ 
tinue to warn, intimidate and threaten any and 
all persons to deter them from e ntering the em­ 
ploy of the plaintiffs or doing any work for 
them; that the nature of plaintiffs’ business is 
such thst unless they are permitted to 
employ printers or compositors it will ultimately 
be rained and destroyed; thst the defendants, 
in furtherance of their common purpose, have 
systematically, persistently and maliciously 
visited a great number ot the patrons of the 
plsuntiffs’ newspaper, both the subscribers and 
advertisers, and by threats, intimidations and 
inducements, sought to persuade and induce 
those patrons to discontinue their subscriptions 
to and advertisements iu the uewspaper of the 
plaintiffs, whereby to reduce the profits aud in­ 
come of the plaiutifls derived from such sub- 
6crlptions and advertisements; that to intimi­ 
date the proprietors of said paper, and to cause 
them to withdraw their patronage therefrom, 
the defendants printed and published and 
caused to be circulated among the patrons of 
the paper, circu ars, posters and other docu­ 
ments containing threats and intimidations, 
whereby the defendants seek to intimidate 
those patrons so they will or may be driven 
away from and refuse to patronize the plaintiffs’ 
newspaper, aud. among other things, the de­ 
fendants caused to be printed and circulated, a 
document containing these words: “Boycott 
the Sacramento Bee. in the interest of organized 
labor. By order of the Council of Federated 
Tredesol Sacramento;’ ’ that in furtherance of the 
same common purpose the defendants prin’ed, 
published and circulated a uewspaper callea 
The Trades Cnion, containing, among other 
things, the words, "Boycott the Bee " that in 
furtherance of the same common purpose, the 
defendants printed and caused to be circulated 
among the patrons of the plaintiffs’ paper and 
other piersons a document which contains the 
following language: "The business manager 
Of that piaper (meaning the Evening Bee) has 
always been opposed to trades-unions, although 
he paid the union scale of Drices and union men 
were allowtd to work in the office. On Octobt r 
4th one page and a half of tee Bee was filled 
with ‘boiler plate matter. This was in viola­ 
tion of our scale ot prices, and when his atten­ 
tion was called to the fact, he informed the 
compositors that he would run his business to 
suit himself. Every opportunity was given to 
Mr. V. 8. McClatchy to settle the grievance. 
The Executive Committee was willing to allow 
him to use the plates on hand, provided he 
would not enforce the use of any more at the 
end of that time ; they also agreed that if be 
would discontinue the use of plates at once, 
they would pay him for the plates on hand. 
This was declined by the gentleman on the 
ground that he proposed to run his own busi­ 
ness. We have no personal grievance with the 
Bee proprietors. Tnis is a square fight for the 
principles oí our International Union and wo 
believe that we will have the support of ail 
workingmen in this community. We therefore 
ask you to use your endeavors to keep all 
printers from coming here during this trouble, 
and request that you will give us your hearty 
co-operaiion and support In our struggle 
for unionism.” It further appears from 
the complaint that by the means of those 
circulars, publications and threats the defend­ 
ants have intimidated, frightened and induced 
a large number of the patrons of the plaintiffs’ 
newspaper, bo;h subscribers and advertisers, to 
withdraw their patronage and induced some of 
them to enter into agreements whereby such 
patrons have obligated themselves to re:use in 
the future to patronize the business ot the 
plaintiffs: that in furtherance of their malicious 
intent to ruin the plaintiffs and their newspa­ 
per business, tlie defendants threaten to con­ 
tinue, and unless restrained by injunction will 
continue, to systi maticaily carry on the boy­ 
cotting the plaintiffs and their business, and 
will, by threats, intimidations and unlawful 
persuasions, deprive the plaintiffs of a great 
number or all of ihcir pstro. ». subscribers and 
advertisers, and will destroy their business and 
property: and it is averred that ii the defend 
ants arc permitted to continue their un’awful 
acts and conspiracies the property of the plain­ 
tiffs will be reduced to half its present value, 
and the plaintiffs aver that they have been 
damaged by the acts of the defendants in the 
sunt O! 51,CW; it further appears that the de­ 
fendants are insolvents, irresponsible aud un­ 
able to respond in damages; that the injury 
sought to be indicted by the defeudauts upon 
the plaintiffs isol such a nature that it cannot 
be computed in money 
It would seem from the averments set out m 
the complaint that the detendants have boy­ 
cotted the plaintiffs in the interest, not only of 
labor generally, but of organized labor, aud 
that the grievance of which organized labor 
complains is, that the plaintiffs discharged one 
of their employes, ana theg- used in printing 
their paper stereotype plates, the matter of 
which had been compassed or set up in type, aud 
stereotyped elsewhere than in the office of the 
plaintiff-, and they declined to pay the composi­ 
tors in their employ for the space occupied in 
the paper by the plate matter, lor the reason 
that they had not compassed the matter, and 
they were not willing to pay the compositors 
for work they uever did. For these can«es the 
defendants conspired and combined to boycott 
the pWintiff-. and threatened to ruin their busi­ 
ness by inducing the patrons of the plaintiffs to 
withdraw their patronage irom the paper, and 
by preventing other workmen from entering the 
employ of the plaintiffs. This result was to be 
accomplished by the means set out in the com­ 
plaint which we have eptiomized in this opin­ 
ion.Are the arts of the defendants unlawful? 
Upon both principle aud authority 1 am forced 
to the conclusion that they are unlawful I 
will proceed to give the reasons for this conclu­ 
sion. In Hmine it may be observed that 
the cardinal principle which must be kept 
in view in the cor.side aiion o( this case 
is expressed in 
Section 170» 
oí the 
Civil 
Code 
thus 
"every 
person 
is 
bound, without contract, to abstain from in­ 
juring the pierson or property of another or in­ 
fringing upon aov of his lights ” Have the 
defeudauts injured any ol the property of the 
plaintiffs or infringed upon any of their rights: 
Thismu-t be answered in tie affirmalivc. The 
law defines the gnod-will of a business to be 
"tbe cxpioctation of continued public patron­ 
age" (0. C. 992); and the facts averred in the 
comp aiut show that tin re was attached to tbe 
plaintiffs' business a good-will which was valu­ 
able within the sense of this definition; aud it 
is provided in Seclion',655 of the Civil Code, de­ 
fining the subjects of property, that “there may 
be ownership of all inanimate things which are 
capable of appropriation or of manual deliv­ 
ery; of all domestic animals: of ail obligations; 
ol such products of labor or skill as the compo­ 
sition of an author, the good-will of a business, 
trade-marks aud signs, and of rights created or 
granted by statute; aud Section 995 of the same 
code provides that the good will of a business 
is property, transferable like any other. If the 
good will of a business may be transferred, it 
may be injured in a legal sense, and whatever 
suit of the defendants which lessens or dimin­ 
ishes or tends to destroy the patronage of the 
plaintiffs’ newspaper or business, is an injury 
to the good-will thereof, and if done by the de­ 
fendants willfully, that is intentionally, they 
are responsible for the injury. ÍC. C , 1714 ) 
Now as .to the injury to the patron­ 
age 
or good-will 
or 
the 
plaintiffs' 
business, this opinion might end here; but the 
questions involved in tnis cere are of snch 


' great public interest I shall proceed to consider 
tnem from a common law standpoint. This 
leads to a consideration of the meaning of the 
word "boycott." This word implies an unlaw- 
fill combination oi persons to inflict punish­ 
ment upon some pierson or company on account 
of political or other differences, or of disagree­ 
ments in business matters. When used as a 
verb it is defined in the Century Dictionary 
thus: “To combine in refusing to work for, 
buy from, sell to. give assistance to. or have 
any kind of dealings with, and in preventing 
others frcm working lor, buying from, lelling 
to. assisting or having any kind of dealiugs 
with a pierson or company, on account of politi­ 
cal or other differences, or oi disagreements in 
business matters, as a means of infifcting pun­ 
ishments, or coercing or intimidating: and 
when used as a noun, the same lexicographer 
defines it thus: "An organized attempt to co­ 
erce a person or party into a compliance with 
some demand by combining to abstain, and 
compel others to abstain, irom having any busi­ 
ness or social relations with him, or them: an 
organized persecution of a person or company, 
as a means of coercion or intimidation or 
of retaliation for some act or refusal to act 
in a particular way.” In Anderson’s Diction­ 
ary of Law, the word is given substan­ 
tially the same definition, but the lexico­ 
grapher adds: "The word itself implies a 
threat;” and it might be said that universally 
wherever the English language is spoken the 
word is understood to apply or mean, a combi­ 
nation of piersons to use, not only threats and 
intimidations, but to use any other means, law­ 
ful or unlawtul, to accomplish a purpiose. While 
a combination or conspiracy, such as shown in 
this cafe, is Dot within the definition of crimi­ 
nal com piracies as contained in Section 182 of 
the Penal Code, and therefore is not a crime in 
this State, tor Section 183 provides that "no con­ 
spiracies other than those enumerated iu the 
preceding section are punished criminally;” yet 
such conspiracies were criminal at common 
law. And ihtse sections of the Penal Code are 
only so far a restriction upon the rule of the 
common law as to take away the criminality of 
such conspiracies; but the rule of the common 
law that they were unlawful remains in force, 
in the absence of any statute or code provision, 
the rules of the common law of England is the 
rule of decision in all the Courts in this State, 
made so by Section 4168 of the Political Code. 
The common law of England was, and is, 
broader and more pronounced than the common 
law prevailing In most of the States in the 
Union. It afforded not only ample civil reme­ 
dies. but a criminal remedy also against combi­ 
nations and conspiracies like tbe one shown iu 
the complaint in this action. But in this case it 
is not necessary to go further thau the rules of 
the commou law of this country for a rule of de­ 
cision in this case. The common law upxm the 
subject before the Court as modified iu this 
country is well and clearly stated by Judge 
Cooley in his learned work on the law of Torts. 
At page 279 be ssys : "By a conspiracy to pre­ 
vent employment is intended a combination of 
two or more persons to accomplish by some con­ 
certed action an unlawful eud to the injury of 
another. It was shown iu a previous cnapter 
that the conspiracy was not in itself a legal 
wrong; it is a thing amiss when- it has an un­ 
lawful purpose in view; but it does not become 
a legal wrong until the unlaw ful is accomp­ 
lished, or until some act distinctly illegal is 
done towards its accomplishment.” and at 
page 260 he says: "But the acts of one in pur­ 
suance oi the conspiracy may be unlawful in 
themselves if they include deception, threats, 
intimidations or any species of duress whatever, 
whether employed upon the laborer or em­ 
ployer. Anyone has the undoubted right to 
refuse to be employed by another, but he has no 
right whatever to resort to compulsion of any 
sort to keep others from the emplovmeut. A 
society of men may lawfully unite in agreeing 
that they will Dot piertorm services for those 
who employ laborers not associated with them, 
but they become wrong-dorrs tbe moment thev 
interfere with the liberty oi action of others.” 
Then, under the rule of law as stated b>- this 
learned author, the defendants became wrong­ 
doers the moment they did any act in pur­ 
suance of their conspiracy or combination 
to prevent laborers from entering the em­ 
ploy of the plaintiffs, and to injure the good 
will of th • business of the plaintiffs and to de­ 
preciate the value of their property: and thev 
were not only wrong doers under ’this rule of 
the common law, but they were wrong doers 
under Section 1708 of the Civil Code, by which 
they were bound to abstain ¡rom injur • to the 
property of the plaintiffs and from infringing 
upon any of their rights. The rule of the com­ 
mon law. as stated by Judge Cooley, is fully 
sustained upon princinle and abundantlv sup- 
Sorted by authority. (State vs. Stewart. 59 Am. 
lep. 711, S. C. 59 Vt. ¡273 and note to the case: 
Crump vs. Commonwealth, 6 Southeastern Rep. 
620; Chipley vs. Atkinson, I Southern Rep. 931:

A. and E., N. S., 671) In Greenhocd on Public 
Policy 61», the author says. "Combinations of 
artisans for their roinmon benefit, or for the de­ 
velopment of skill in their trade, or to prevent 
overcrowding therein, or to encourage those be­ 
longing to their trade to enter their guild, or for 
the purpose of raising prices, are valid; pro­ 
vided, no force or otner unlawful means be em 
ployed to carry out their acts, or their object be 
not to impoverish ihinl persons, or to extort 
money from employes, or to encourage strikes, 
or breaches of contract, or to restrict the free­ 
dom of members for the purpose of compelling 
employes 
to conform to their rules.” 
We may add, that 
when 
the 
things 
enumerated 
in 
this proviso 
are 
re­ 
sorted to as a means of accomplishing 
their purpose the persons so combining are 
wrong-doers, and liable for their acts, aud to 
this effect is the whole current of authority.

'The Drin- 
cipies of law established by these authorities 
fully sustain the rules of the common law as 
stated by Cooley, and may tie summed up in 
the language of tbe author of Wright on Crtmi 
nal conspiracies, page 178, cited above, where 
he says : "lhe result oi all the cases, ignoring 
matters of detail or special circumstances, ap- 
fiears to be as follows: Workmen may combine 
awfully for their own protection and common 
benefit; for tbe advancement of their own in­ 
terest, for the development of skill iu their 
trade or to prevent overcrowding therein, or to 
encourage those belonging to their trade to en­ 
ter tbeir guild for tne purpose of rairing their 
wages or to secure a benefit which they can 
claim by law. The moment, however, they 
proceed by threats, inrimidations, violence, ob­ 
structions or moles atioa in order to secure 
their ends, or where their object be to impover­ 
ish third persons, or to extort money from their 
employers, or to ruin tbeir business, or toen- 
c-urage strikes or breaches of contracts amoug 
others, or to restrict the freedom of others for 
the purpose of compelling employes to conlorm 
to their views or attempt to enforce rules upon 
those not members of their association, 
they render thzmselves liable to indictment. 
Tbe rights of workmen are conceded; but the 
exercise of free-will and freedom of action 
within the limits of the law is also secured 
equally to the master. Civil remedies have 
been enforced also, both at law and iu equity, 
for injuries resulting from conspiracies belong­ 
ing to the eia»s reviewed." We have seen that 
such conspiracies are not indictable or criminal 
in this state by reason of the nrovisions of the 
Penal Code; but they are.neverthless, unlawful 
when they resort to unía a fill means to accom­ 
plish tceir purposes. I will quote some pas­ 
sages trom the cases cited. In the case of Cnip- 
ley vs. Atkiuson the Supreme Uourt of Florida 
reviewed the law upon rliis subject with great 
learning and ability, and in delivering the opin­ 
ion of the Court said: 
“Every one has the right to enjoy the fruits 
and advantages of his own enterprise. Industry, 
skill and credit. He has no right to be pro­ 
tected against skill and competition. bul he has 
a right to be Iree from malicious and wanton 
interference, disturbance or annoyance. If dis 
turbance or annoyance come as a result of com­ 
petition, or the exerci-e of like rights by others, 
it is damnum absque injuria, unless some supe­ 
rior right, by contract or otherwise,is interfered 
with. But if it comes from the mere wanton or 
malicious acts of others without tbe justifica­ 
tion 
of competition, 
for the 
sendee 
of 
any interest, or lawful purpose, it 
than stands upon a different footing, and tal s 
within the principles oi the authorities first re­ 
ferred to. that is to say. Comyn's Digest aud 
others. See a so. as bearing on the geueral 
question. People vs. Fisher, 14 Wend. 1; ltafael 
vs. Verelst, 2 W. Bl.. where it was be d that 
trespass lay against defendant for procuring, by 
awe, fear and mttueuce.and contrary to his own 
inclination, a sovereign, independent, absolute, 
prince to imprison the plaintiff. (Old Dominion 
S. S. Co. vs. McKenna 39 Fed Rep. 48 : 35 Al­ 
bany law Jour. 208, March 12,1887; C. S. Cir­ 
cuit Court, S. D. New York and cases cited.) 
From the authorities referred to in the preced­ 
ing paragraph, and upon principle, it is ap­ 
parent that neither the fact that the term 
of service ii terrupied is not ior a fixed 
period, nor the fact that there is not a 
right of action asa.ust the person who is in­ 
duced or lufiueneed to terminate the serviee. or 
to refuse to perform his agrément, is of it-elf a 
bar to an action against the third person 
maliciously aud wantonly procuring the ter 
urination of or a refusal to perform the agree­ 
ment It is the legal right of the parties to such 
agreement to terminate it or refuse to perf urn 
it . and in doing so he violates no right of the 
other party to it, but so long as the former is 
willing Hnd ready to perform, it is not the 
legal right, but is a wrong, on the part 
ol the third partv, to maliciously aud 
wantonly procure the former to terminate 
or refuse to perform it. Such wanton and ma­ 
licious interference for the mere purpose of in­ 
juring another is not lhe exercise of a legal 
r.ght. Such other person who is iu employ­ 
ment, by which he is earning a living or other­ 
wise enjoying the fruits and advantages of his 
industry or enterprise or skill, has a right to 
pursue such employment undisturbed by mere 
malicious or wanton interference or annoyance. 
Everyone has a pcriect right to protect or ad­ 
vance his business, if lu doing so be infringes 
no superior legal right of another." And in the 
case of Dicks v«. Dickson, the facts were that 
the platntiff bad leased two plantations from 
her mother for five years. The mother had a 
life estate in the proper.y. The defendants and 
plaintiff were co-heirs of their deceased father. 
The defendants wanted the mother to renounce 
her life estate and the plaintiff to surrender 
her lease so that the property could be dis­ 
tributed to them in connection with the plain­ 
tiff. The plaintiff refused to surrender her

SOMETHING OF INTEEEST ABOUT THE 
CITY’S DRAINAGE PUMP. 


A Tour of Inspection w ith M ayor Com­ 
stock—A G lance at the W hole 
D rainage System, 


[CONTINUED ON FOUhTH FACE.] 


Mayor Comstock, since hia incumbency 
aa First Trustee, has adopted the very good 
plan of taking daily drifts about the city 
and keeping himself posted as regards the 
wants of the people, needed improvements, 
and incidentally keeping an eye on the 
street sprinklers and other servants of the 
city. 
“I consider it a doty I owe to the citizens 
who elected me to keep thoroughly in­ 
formed as to what is geing on,” he said 
yesterday to a R ecosd U nion reporter, who 
happened to meet him just as he was about 
to start out on a tour of the suburbs. “By 
doing so,” he continued, “I am in a better 
position to act intelligently, and in a man­ 
ner calculated to benefit the people most. I 
watch the street work as much as I can, 
and when I see anything going on that I 
don’t think is right, I make my protest, 
right there cn the spot. During the past 
few days, however. I have been giving con­ 
siderable of my time to studying up the 
drainage question, and I think I have made 
some discoveries that are important. But. 
by-the-way, I am about to take a little spin 
around now, and if you have a couple of 
hours to spare you might accompany me.” 
The reporter jumped at the opportunity, 
and a few niinuie later was bouncing along 
at a lively rate toward the outskirts of town. 
THE DBAINAOE CANAL. 
The Mayor took occasion to point with 
pride along the route to the great activity 
going on in street work, and lie suggested 
that it was a pleasure to him to realtz? that 
at last Sacramento is to have at least a few 
streels that will be “navigable” in winter. 
“Well, here we are now at Thirty-first 
street,” said the Mayer, as he turned his 
horse to starboard, and headed southward 
alongside of the old drainage canal. “Now 
here is where a great deal ot the water 
starts from aud is collected, that eventually 
reaches the city's pumping works 8t Eighth 
and Y streets. This canai was originally in­ 
tended, as you know,to carry off tte drain­ 
age water of this part of the city, and cut- 
side of the city limits. Bnt it has been a 
flat failure from the start. Look at it now. 
It is full of stagnant water, and more refuse 
matter is being adced to it daily, which 
only increases and intensifies the stencil, 
that is now almost unbearable.” 
STAGNANT SEWAGE. 
There was no doubt about the truth of 
tbe Mayor’s assertion. At the junction of 
Thirty-first and J streets a sewer from a 
neighboring brewery emptied large quanti­ 
ties of foul-saieiiing matter into the canal 
—and there it stayed, jnst as if it had been 
thrown into an open vat. 
Following down tbe line of the canal the 
point was reached where the winery at 
Guthrie's dumps its refuse into the canal. 
From this point, down for some distance, 
however, there is a perceptible flow, and 
although an odor thst is almost stifling 
arises from the ditch, matters are not so 
bad as tbey wouid be were tbere no fall in 
the canal, as is the case iurther up. Some 
distance below the point where the canal 
turns down Y street, the refuse matter of 
the Buffalo Brewery empties into the canal, 
adding much to lhe already obnoxious 
smeli. The Mayor explained, however, 
that the brewery had only been using the 
canal a short time—since the new under­ 
ground S street sewer, for which so much 
money was paid out, had been choked up, 
and was not fit for use. This S street sewer 
it appears is another failure. It carries the 
sewage well enough for several blocks, but 
tries to carry it uphill as it nears the Sixth- 
street sewer, into which it is supposed to 
discharge its drainage matter. 
A NICE JOB. 
A force of workmen was at work yester­ 
day trying to clean out the sewer, as well 
as to remove an obstruction which choked 
up the Sixth-street sewer. The R e c o b d - 
U n io n reporter had a talk with the man 
who had charge of this work, and from 
him learned that tbe S street sewer, where 
it joins the Sixth-street sewer, is consider­ 
ably lower than the Sixth-street sewer. The 
result is that the sewage departs from the 
latter and rushes up the S street sewer and 
renders the latter at times absolutely use­ 
less. The backwaier moved with such force 
recently as to break open tbe man hole at 
Seventh and S streets. 
Owing to the incapacity of the S-street 
sewer, the drainage, or a greater part of it, 
is turned into the old canal, which winds 
around Sixteenth, Y and Seventeenth 
streets, and as the latter is about as fit to 
carrv water ts is a sieve, the land in 
that vicinity is badly overflowed with the 
foul-smelling sewage. 
t h e p u m p in g w o r k s. 
“Let's go down to the pumping works— 
that's a hobby of mine, you know,” sug­ 
gested the Mayor. “I go down tbere fre­ 
quently, and have been trying to figure out 
now the expenses of that concern can be 
cut down somewhat. As it is, it is a fear­ 
ful drain on the city’s pocket, and, I think, 
unnecessarily.” 
It did not take long to reach the works at 
Eighth and Y streets, where the city’s 
drainage is collected, aud then pumped 
over the levee and down to the river, a dis­ 
tance ot about a mile. The pump was in 
operation when the visitors arrived, and 
engineer Hurd and his assistant showed 
them everv courtesy. 
Tbe drainage water; as is generally 
knowD. is forced by the pump into a large 
tank or reservoir situated just outside the 
levee, the south side (the pump works be­ 
ing on the north side), and the weight or 
pressure of the water forces it from this 
tank into the pipe that is buried in the 
levee, anti runs down to the river. 
WHAT THE PUMP CAN DO. 
As much has been said regarding the 
capacity and usefulness of this pump, the 
reporter took pains to make a close inspec­ 
tion and learn ah he could about it. 
This is wbat he ascertained : 
The pump ilself is fully capable of 
handling all the drainage water, in the 
manner d ow in vogue, throughout the sum­ 
mer months. But in winter, when there is 
so much to be disposed of, it will not till 
tbe bill. True, it can do just about one- 
third more work than it is called upon to 
do now, but in order to do so, the discharge 
pipe—the one that carries tbe drainage 
water to the river—would have to bs en­ 
larged considerably. As it is now, the 
pump has to be run at two-thirds speed to 
prevent overflowing the tank and swamp­ 
ing tbe neighboring gardens. Engineer 
Hurd demonstrated this by simply increas­ 
ing the speed of the pump. Tberesult was 
that in less than two minutes tbe water 
was running over the top of the tank at a 
great rate. 
The location of the pump is wrong— 
radically wrong. 
It should never have been placed at 
Eighth and Y streets, and Mayor Com­ 
stock is fully convinced of this fact. The 
proper place for it, or a better one, is at 
Front and Y streets, or as near to the junc­ 
tion of the Y-street and river levees as it is 
possible to put it. It could do 
MORE AND BETTES WORK. 
Than where it is now, for the reason that 
it would pump directly into tbe river and 
would not be handicapped as it is now by 
having to force the drainage matter through 
a mile of small p ip iD g . A powerful p u m p 
at Front and Y streeis would settle the city 
drainage question—at least so far as it in­ 
volves lhe disposal of the drainage water. 
"I have still another idea,” said the 
Mayor, after he and the newspaper man 
had thoroughly discussed the above propo­ 
sitions, “and it is the one wbich I referred 
ti before as being a hobby of mine. It is 
this: I am satisfied (for I have the opin­ 
ions of Mr. Grunsky and other engineers 
that it is thoroughly practical) that, by 
digging a ditch directiv west from the reser­ 
voir or basin where the drainage water now 
collects and is taken by the pump, down to 
the river, there will be no necessity of do­ 
ing any pumping at all during the sum­ 
mer. or low-water months. There is plenty 
of fall between the two points, and the 
water would run off itself. It would be an 
easv matter to cnlverl it through tbeFront- 
stréet levee. This outlet could be closed 
during the high water, and then the pump 
could do the work of throwing it over the 
levee. You see. there would be all that ex­ 
pense of running the pump during the 
summer mouths, as it is being done now, 
saved then." 
Engineer Hurd coincided with the 
Mayor's views. 
He believed tbe plan 
perfectly feasible, evea though it did throw 
him out of a job. 
The engineer added, however, that in 
hia opinion the pnmp now in ase shoald 
not be moved, bnt left where it is instead, 
He did not believe the pump adequate for 
the winter work. His plan was to pat a 


new and powerful pnmp at Front and Y 
streets, and keep the present one where it 
is, aa a reserve in case of emergencies in 
winter, even if it did throw him out of a 
job. 
• 
TOO EXPENSIVE. 
But aside from all the fanlts and mis­ 
takes above pointed ont. tbe one greatest 
objection to the present system ot pump­ 
ing is that it is a very expensive luxury for 
a city that is as hard" pushed for finances as 
Sacramento. Tbe average cost of running 
tbe pump, for fuel, salaries, repairs, etc., is 
something like $800 per month during the 
summer months. The city has been pay­ 
ing $11 per ton for coai up to within a 
few 
weeks ago 
when 
wood 
was 
experimented with; white pine at $6 per 
cord, delivered, was tried and found to be 
very good, and considerably cheaper than 
coal; but for some unknown reason, when 
that supply gave ont, a large quantity of 
cottonwood (which is a very poor steam 
producer and inferior to white pine in 
every way) was purchased for $4 per cord, 
but which cost $2 per cord for hauling, 
thus making it no cheaper than white pine 
after all. 
When coal was being burned it cost $2 
per load for hauling it. And right here is 
where the Mayor makes one of his strong­ 
est arguments for the placing of a capable 
pump at Front and Y streets. The rail­ 
road is there, and coal or wood could be 
dropped off in front of the boiler-room 
with no expense for hauling.

HELD F0R MURDER. 
Result cf the Prelim inary Exam ination 
of O duardo Friedianl. 
The examination of Oduardo Friediani 
on a charge of murder was concluded in 
the Police Court yesterday. After the 
prosecution closed its case, the defendant's 
attorney, Grove L. Johnson, announced 
that tbe defense had no testimony to intro­ 
duce. 
City Attorney Hart asked that Friediani 
be held to answer for murder. He believed 
the prosecution had made out a strong 
ca3e, and althongb there were a few dis­ 
crepancies, they pertained only to the 
minor details, and the general facts pointed 
clearly to the guilt of the defendant. 
Grove L. Johnson made an able argu- 
tnent and appeal for his client, and took 
occasion to remark that an evening paper 
in this city went to particular pains to pre­ 
sent an unfair and very partial report of 
the proceedings to the public. Mr. John­ 
son held that the defendant was really 
guilty of no offense as the testimony clearly 
showed that the deceased strnck or pushed 
him with sufficient force to canse him to 
fall back two or three steps. This was a 
battery, and the defendant had a right to 
protect himself, not knowing whether or 
not the assault was to be followed np. He 
was tbe weaker man and used a weapon 
knowing that he would be powerless with­ 
out one, against an antagonist of Scatina's 
strength. Mr. Johnson asked that if the 
Court did think it a proper case for a jury, 
that he bold the defendant to answer for 
manslaughter. 
Judge Buckley stated that he would 
rather that a jury should determine what 
crime Friediani was euiltv of. Tbe de­ 
fendant was accordingly held to answer 
without bail for murder.

EXPERTS BEFORE THE TRUSTEES. 
They Declare the Reserve Force of the 
Water-works Insufficient. 
The Board of Trustees met last evening 
to hear what the experts and engineers 
who had examined tbe Stevens pnmp in 
the Water works, might have to say re­ 
garding the condition of the machinery. 
George Stcddard made an examination 
of the pump last week, and said that, with 
considerable repairs, the pump might do 
for several years to come, but there was 
not enough reserve force in all the ma­ 
chinery the city had. It the Stevens pump 
should break down entirely, the Holly 
pump would be strained to supply the 
ordinary demand, and should a fire break 
out when tbe Stevens pump was disabled, 
the other pump could not, without danger 
of breaking down, be run fast enongh to 
reach the fire pressure. In such a case 
thousands of dollars of the city's property 
would be placed at stake, and the fire en­ 
gines could not get a sufficient supply. 
The demand was increasing constantly and 
at present the demand over last year 
amounted to about 4,000,000 gallons a 
week, or 208,000,000 a year. 
Mr. Stoddard stated that there was room 
iu the building for another pump of from 
five to ten million gallons capacity a day, 
and he gave it as his honest opinion (be 
had no axes to grind) that the best plan 
would be to thoroughly repair the Stevens 
pump and also set up a new one, so that 
there might be plenty of reserve force. 
Joseph Judd "agreed with Mr. Stoddard 
that the pumping machinery was not ade­ 
quate, and that an extra engine could be 
used with good effect. There was not a 
city in the United States at the present 
time that supplied its inhabitants with 
water as cheap as Sacramento did. 
E. M. Luckett, who examined the Stev­ 
ens pnmp with Mr. Stoddard, stated that if 
he owned the water-works and was re­ 
sponsible for supplying the city with water, 
he would certainly see that another pump 
was ready to do service. 
It was estimated that the cost of a suit­ 
able pump would be about $40 000, to raise 
which would necessitate the levying of a 
special tax. or the issuing of bonds. 
Mayor Comstock said he would like to 
have time to gain more information so 
that he could act conscientiously in the 
matter. He wanted to consult with other 
mechanics and engineers and get their 
views before deciding just what to do. 
Trustee McLaughlin said he intended to 
get all the enlightenment he could on the 
subject. At present he was not well posted 
on the condition of the machinery in the 
water works. 
Trustee Wolf said he knew well what 
both pumps could do, and what was re­ 
quired of them. He had asked the experts 
to appear before the Board so that his col­ 
leagues might understand the condition of 
the machinery as fully as possible. 
After some further discussion of the sub­ 
ject the Board decided to defer action until 
some lime next week.

curient year, and they did, by means of threats, 
persua-ious and otherwise, induce the laborers 
to refuse to contract, or to abandon their con­ 
tracts with the plaintiff and to leave the plan­ 
tations. These acts were done with no leiiiti 
ruate purpose of securing labor for themselves 
by offering superior inducements, but solely ior 
the purpose ot injuring the plaintiff and of 
preventing her from deiiving any benefit from 
he. lease. The result wa that all of the labor­ 
ers on one of the plantations abandoned it, and 
Ihe place remained uncultivated during the 
je>.r. A considerable number of those on the 
other piace a so lelt it, and a large part of the 
laud lav idle in consequence 
It is manifest 
that these ac.s. thus wantonly and malic ously 
Gone by : he defendants, were, in the sense of 
the law, mulls, that is. acts done in the exercise 
ol no letal rights of their own and in violation 
of the rights and feelings of the plaintiff, who 
v.-as cut tied to pursue her lawful business with- 
o .t interttn uce or ii nderance by def-ndants. 
Tor the damages result.ug from such sets the 
dtlcudnuts are responsible.”

Every man has the right to 
w ort for whom he pleases and for any price he 
can obtain; and he has the right to deal wi h 
and associate with whom he caaoses, or to let 
severely alone, arbitrarily and contemptuously, 
il he will, anybody and everybody on earth; 
but this freeoom of uncontrolled and uuehal- 
lenged self-will does not give or imply a right 
eitner by himself or in combination with others 
to . isturb, injure or obstiuct another, either di­ 
rectly or indirectly in his lawful business or 
occupation, or iu his p- ace or security ol life. 
Every uto nipt by force, threat, or intimidation, 
to deter or control an employer in the dctcrmi- 
nati ii ol whom be will employ or what wages 
he wil pay is on act of wrong and oppression; 
and every combination for such a purpose is an 
unlaw fill conspiracy. The law will protect tb . 
victim and punish the movers of any such com 
bination, lu law the offense is the combina­ 
tion f r the parpóse and no overt act is neces­ 
sary to coustitnte it. A wanton, unprovoked In­ 
tel fcrence by a combination of many wit i the 
business of another .or the purpose of cou- 
struiniug that other to discharge 
faithful 
and 
long tried 
servants, 
or 
to 
employ, 
whom he does not wish, or will to em­ 
ploy, an interference with intent to pro- 
du e a n i liselv to produce annoyauce and 
loss to that business, will be restrained and 
punished bv the criminal law, as oppressive to 
the individua s, injurious to the | rosperity of 
the community, snd subversive of the peace 
an : good o der of society.” 
The case of Crump vs. Commonwealth was a 
criminal pro eeution, but i. illustrates the law 
a) plicable to the case in hand, and is anautlior- 
ity to show that the acts compli.ir.ed of in this 
a-.'.ion are uu awful. 
-I lie counsel for ihe defense rite and rely upon 
En tiun 1(:47 of the third volume of Lawson's 
“It glits Remedies and Practice," asiupporting 
their contention that the defendants have not 
vio ated any of the legal rights of the plaintiffs. 
There arc some express ous iu it which give 
6 o in i colorable support to such contention, nut 
when carefully examined it will be setu that it 
affords no real support. In that section the au­ 
thor says: “A couspiracy to obtain lrom a mas­ 
ter u.ccnauic money which he is under no legal 
obligation to pay, by inducing his workmen to 
leave him, and by deterriDg others from enter­ 
ing into his employ, or by threatening to do this, 
so that he is inouccd to pay the money demand­ 
ed under a reasonable apprehension that he 
cauuo: carry on his busiuess without yielding 
to the (’emend, is an illegal conspiracy; and 
the money thus obtained may bo recovered back 
from the conspiring 
parties, who are also 
liable for all damages to the business of 
such mechanic occasioned 
by such illegal 
act ” Iu support of his doctrine he cites Carew 
vs. Rutherford (106 Mass 1), already cited iu 
this opinion. On principle it is parallel with 
the case now before the Court. In that casethe 
plaintiff was eng- gtd in the business ot cutting 
fre.stone, and employed a great many work- 
in, a. He had entered into a contract with 
builders to furnish them with such stone in 
la :,e quaniirics, but ha allowed some of the 
b iiliers with wtom he had made contracts to 
withdraw Ir m his shop a part of the work he 
ha 1 contracted to do and b) p oeure the same to 
be done out of the State, fo r this offeme the 
Journeyman’s Freestone Cutters’ Association 
passed a resolution to the effect that a fine of 
SÓ 0 was imposed u; on the plain-iff. The reso 
lutiou was read to him, and he was threatened 
that, unless he paid the fine, they would, by the 
power of the Association, cause a great number 
of the workmen employed by him to leave his 
service. He refused to pay it, and the Associa­ 
tion—the d. feudal! s— caused twelve of his 
workmen to leave his service. They a!-o threat­ 
ened uim that, unless lie paid the fine, they 
would, by the power of the Association, prevent 
him lrom obtaining suitable workmen fur carry­ 
ing on his business, a d they did prevent him 
till he paid the fine. The fine was to rompen 
ba:c tl.e workmen for what they might have 
earned if they had done the work which was 
done elsewhere. The Court decided that ihe 
conspiracy to 
aciomplish 
such a putposc 
was unlawful, and gave judgment for the 
plain: ff that he recover his money back with 
damages for loss to his business by the acts of 
the Association. The same character of claim 
is made by the defendants in this case with ref­ 
erence to the stereotype plates obtain-d from 
the East, itr.d the claim is condemned by the 
ft. no princip es of law. Then, instead ol the 
si tiou retied on by the delondauts’ counsel 
fr. n Lawson b e rg an authority to sustain their 
p ¡tiou, It Is a direct authority in support of 
ti i case of the plaintiff. 
The learin-d course! for the deftudan’s rely 
u ,« u the cise of Rayne vs Railroad Company 
(1 Lea, 507!, and this case seems to support their 
position; hut it was decided by a divided Court. 
The Court consisted of fire Judges. The msjor 
ity eipiniou was delivered by Ingersoll. a spe­ 
cial judge but w hich two of the regular Judges 
coucui red in the opinion 1 am w able to ascer­ 
tain; but an able and exhaustive dissenting 
opinion was delivered by Freeman, J , and con- 
cuircd in b y 
. J. In the majority opinion, 
delivered by Ingerso-1, special Judge, the Court 
saoi : "If the defendants by means of threats 
ano intimidations, have driven away plaintiff 
customers and thus destroyed his trade, they 
have injured him bj an unlawful act. and are 
liable to him for damages, whether they did it 
wickedly 
or 
maliciously 
or 
not; 
for it 
is 
unlawful

customers: and 
the 
loss of

so. of such acts" The Court after laying down 
th 
correct principle of law, t y a course of 
so, .; tical reasoning arrived at the illogical 
c. c usiou that the defendants for doing the 
very things the Court had said it was unlawful 
to do, was not riabie and that the plaintiff 
could not recover 
The decision of the majority 
of f ho Court in that case stands alone, and in 
view of the oble dissenting opinion in the case 
cannot be considered as authority. The case of 
Orr vs. Home Mutua! Insurance Company (68 
Am. Dec. S. C. 12 La. Am. Rep. ’lie) is not in 
point. Iu that case th ee insurance companies 
combined 
iiu-i oonf-derated 
together, and 
agreed that they would not insure anything nn 
any ste m em u which plaintiff might he em­ 
ployed, nor adventure 
any risk on 
such 
steamer, by reason of wnich the owner cf the 
steamboat Ri d River discharged the plaintiff. 
This the insurance companies might lawfully 
do. They had a right for any reason which 


seem sufficient to them to decline to assume a 
risk in toe course of their business. But sup­ 
pose they had combined and confederated to- 
tf-nher to prevent and in pursuance thereof had 
prevented other insurance companies or other 
persons from insuring and taking risks on 
steamboats on which the plaintiff was em­ 
ployed for the purpose of depriving him of em­ 
ployment ’ Iu such case they wou d have been 
liable. 8uch is the effect of the decision in 
Dickson vs. L.ckson, decided by the same 
Court, from which we have already quoted a 


^^iom a careful examination and considera­ 
tion of the authorities I have reached the con 
elusion that the acts of the defendants averred 
in the complaint are unlawful, and an illegal 
interference with the property and an infringe­ 
ment upon the rights of the plaintiff, snd it 
only remains to consider whether relief can be 
c anted by injunction. 
In the case of Sherry vs. Perkins (147 Mass. 
2T’I a case like the one now before this Court, 
the Court said: "The wrong is not, as argued 
bv the defendant’s counsel, a libel upon the 
plaintiff’s business. It is not found that the 
inscriptions upon the banners were false, nor 
do thev app-ar to have been in disparagement 
of the plaintiff’ s business. The scheme, in pur 
suance of wnich the banners were displayed 
and maintained, were to injure the plaintiff’s 
business, not by defaming it to the public, but 
bv intimidating workmen, so as to deter them 
from keeping t r making engagements witn the 
plaintiffs 
The banner was a standing menace 
to all who we e or wished to be in the employ­ 
ment of the plaintiflS. to deter them f om enter­ 
ing the piaictid's premises. Maintaining it was 
a continuous unlawful act, injurious to the 
plaintiffs business aud property, and was a 
nutsai.ee such as a Court of equity will grant re­ 
lief against." 
The care of Brace Bros, vs Evans, already re­ 
ferred to in this opinion is an authority for au 
i: ¡unction ,u this case. Tliere- a complaint in 
equitv alleged that a number of persons had 
combined to proscribe the plaintiffs’ business 
by boycotting him, and requesting otheis to 
dcso, bv threatening the parries dealing with 
him that they in turn will be boycotted or 
proscribed, and by 
following 
his wagons 
through the streets with requests to the public 
to boycott him, and as a result of these sets the 
plaintiffs’ business had fallen off greatly and 
was threatened with entire destruction; and 
the Court npou those facts held that equity 
would enj >iu the parties so conspiring to iuja e 
plaintiffs from a continuance of these injurious 
aud threatened acts 
At ihe conclusion of the 
opiuiou :he Court said; "It is alleged iu the 
comp'aiiU that the defendants are irrespon-ible 
and it is not deuied. Though insolvency alone 
i« not sufficient grounds for granting an mjunc 
tion, when equitable circum stancesexists.it is 
a moving consideration 
If there were any 
doubt ol ihe propriety of issuing au injuuctiou it 
would be resolved by a consideration of the 
circumstances of the parties. Where a clear 
care of irreparable injury is shown as likely to 
result to complainant unless the injunction is 
granted uni it doe- not appear that the issuing 
of the writ will work any injury to the defend­ 
ants. reliei will be grained, aud this teems to 
be the situatiou of the parties in this cause ” 
And 
I 
may add, 
it 
seems 
to 
be the 
si uation of the parties now before the Court. 
What injury cau result to the de'endams if 
they are restrained from doing the a ts averred 
iu the com plaint.’ They can derive no benefit 
from those acts. 
The acts are unlawful. 
How 
can the def ndants be injured by being re­ 
strained from doing unlawiul acts? The only 
object for committing the acts by the defend­ 
ants is to enforce the decree of the Council of 
Federated Trades to the injury ot the plaintiffs ; 
but those decrees are under ihe ban of tne law, 
aud they have no legal right to enforce them 
by boycotting the plaintiff or otherwise ; so they 
sustain no damage or legal injury by being re­ 
strained. In the case of the Springhead Spin- 
ui g Company vs. Ki.ey, 6 Bow Rep., Equity 
Cases, 5-1 it appeared th-.t the defendants, who 
were odRers ot a trades union, gave notice to 
workmen, by means of placards and advertne- 
menta, that they were nut to hire themselves to 
the plaintiffs pending a dispute between the 
union aud the plaintiffs. 
The plaintiffs prayed 
for an injunction restraining the issuing of the 
placards and advertUemeir.á, alleging that by 
means of th m he defendants had, in fact, in­ 
timidate 1 and prevented workm n lrom hiring 
themselves to the plaint-ffs, and that the plain­ 
tiff’s were thereby prevented from continuing 
their business ana the value of their property 
was seriously lujurtd aud materia ly dunin- 
isned; and the t ourt decided that the acts 
were unlawful and a proper subject for relief in 
equity. 
in this Etate a final injunction will be granted 
“ where pecuniary compensation would uot af- 
iord adequate relief, or when it would be ex­ 
tremely aifiicult to ascertain the amount of 
compensation wlii* h would afford adequate re­ 
lief." (Civil Code, Section 3422) The facts 
averred iu the complaint briugs this case within 
th .» rule es abiisned by the Code. A provis­ 
ional injunction in a case where a final injunc­ 
tion may is ue, is usually granted or refu-ed iu 
the soun’. d itere’ion or the Court, and the rul'i 
is that this discretion should aiwavs be exer­ 
cised iu fnvorof the party most liable to be in­ 
jured. (Hicks vs. Compton, 18 Cal. 266; High 
on Injunctions, tec. :3.) 
The learned counsel for the defendants con­ 
tend that the def ndants may speak, write or 
print whatsoever they will, and that this is a 
constitutional right, aud they cit<* in support of 
their contention section 9 of Article 4 of the 
Constitution. 
1 cannot yield assent to this 
pro;ositiou. The language of the i oastitution 
ts that "every citizen muy freely speak, write 
and publish nis sentiments on all subjects (being 
responsible for the abuse of that right, and no 
law shall be passed to restrain or abridge the 
liberty 
of 
speech or 
of the 
press.” 
If 
a 
person 
iuvades 
or 
injures 
property 
rights, such as good will of a busiuess or 
jiersonal c haracter, by speaking, writing or pub­ 
lishing his sentiments, it is an abuse of bis 
right to freely speak, write and publish his 
sentiments, aud he is responsible for such 
abuse. This is the meamugof the Constitution; 
otherwise it is in conflict with the first section 
of the same article of the Constitution, which 
declares i hat “all men are by nature free and 
independent and 
have certain inalienable 
rights, among which are those ot el-joying and 
defending his 
life aud liberty; acquiring, 
posset ing and protecting property; aud pursu­ 
ing aud obtaining safety and happiness.” If 
ttie defendants may freely speak, write and 
publish threats to boycott the plaintiffs and de­ 
stroy their busine-s by means thereof, under 
the shield of Section 9 of this article of the 
Constitution, then the provision which guaran­ 
tees the right to all persons to acquire, possess 
and protect property is a snare and a delusion. 
Mich a construction wonld make the Constitu­ 
tion potential for evil aud power ess for good. 
But the Constitution cannot receive any such 
construction as contended for. It does not con 
fer ihe right upon ary person or combination of 
persons to boycott any person or his business; 
aud those who’do it are wrong doers, if the in­ 
jury to the property of a person or infringement | 
upon his rights would be irreparable, whether . 
the injury results from speaking, writing cr : 
publications, a Court cf equity will restrain 
the w rong doers from committing the act. 
It

not 
necessary 
that 
the speaking. I 
writing or publications should amount to a libel ! 
to be n ithni the law of remedial justice, if tbe '
